Governor Donahey towards the State 
Utilities Commission, as registered in 
feis message sent to the Legislature 
late yesterday, was voiced here to, 
day by Senator Bender, Republican, 
Cleveland. 
At the same time Sena­ 
tor Garver, Holmes County, Democrat, 
expressed the opinion that as a gener­ 
al rule the Democratic 
legislators 
"will be found lined up in support of 
the governor” on this issue. 
Governor Donahey asked the Leg. 
islature to increase its appropriation 
to the State U tilities Commission in 
order that the commission may in­ 
crease the number of its experts and 
speed up hearings of municipal rate 
cases. 
The Governor recommended, 
also, that the commission be required 
to issue w ritten opinions in all con­ 
tested cases, detailing the reasons for 
its findings. 
He urged that muni­ 
cipal rate cases be held in the cities 
affected, instead of in Columbus, thus 
saving litigants considerable expense. 
"The recommendations of Gov. Don­ 
ahey will not be made a party m at­ 
ter,” said Speaker Griswold, of the 
House today, commenting on the gov­ 
ernor’s latest 
legislative 
message.

PLANT DUST AS 
POTENT AS TNT 


Washington, March 8.—Study 
of 
dust explosions in mines, mills and 
grain elevators by Federal chemists 
has led to the disoovery of an ex. 
plosive fully as potent as TNT, which 
may be developed as a tremendously 
destructive agent in case of war. 
Experim enters in the 
Bureau 
of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agri­ 
culture are able to force a small quan_ 
tity of plant dust into a miniature 
building, generate an electric spark 
within and see the structure blown to 
fragments. 
Provided a proper m ixture of fiisnt 
dust and air is obtained an explosion 


invariably follows the application of 
fire. For experiments to dem onstrate 
the danger of accumulations of plant 
dust a candle is placed in 
a model 
elevator. When duet is injected the 
explosion blows off the roof with a 
terrific bang. 
May Be Used In War 
The more imaginative experts con­ 
ceived the idea of applying the dis­ 
covery to warfare, utilizing plant dust 
as an explosive instead of gunpowder. 
The plan has its difficulties but it is 
believed possible to work out a suc­ 
cessful method. 
The study of dust explosions orig­ 
inated in tlie Bureau of Mines in the 
investigation of blasts which wrecked 
coal mines. Mine explosions, it. devel­ 
oped, are of 
two characters—those 
caused by gas and others caused by 
dust. Coal dust is essentially the same 
as plant dust found in elevators, grain 
threshers and flour mills. 
The Bureau of Mines transferred a 
part of the investigation to the Bu­ 
reau of Chemistry. During one sen- 
son in the State of Washington,. 3tie 


threshing machines exploded, with a 
big property loss and many casualties 
An investigator was dispatched by the 
Agricultural Department to conduct a 
probe. 
While it was at first thought radical 
societies were responsible, chem ists, 
discovered the blaata resulted from ] 
an accumulation of dust within the 
threshers. wrbich exploded as the re­ 
sult of sparks caused by static elec­ 
tricity.

Chemists found the air with­ 
in the building had become saturated 
with grain dust, which was probably . 
set off by an electric spark. 
It was explained at the Bureau of 
Chemistry that a series of explosions! 


usually occurs before a mill or ele­ 
vator is destroyed. The first of in­ 
significant proportions, shakes up dual 
piles throughout the mill, filling «be 
air with a sufficient concentration of 
dust to generate a terrific explosion. 
Fire invariably ftfflows a dust blast. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
new carrying on an extensive cam­ 
paign throughout the United States 
to keep mill* and elevators cleared of 
accumulations of dust piles. Such ac­ 
tion. it is hoped, will elim inate de­ 
d u c tiv e explosion*.

New York. March 8 — Science has 
added another laurel wreath to itself 
for great accomplishments 
in

Tt has finally solv ed the disturbing 
question of how to tell when ‘he holes 
in a chunk of newly made Swiss 
cheese are sufficiently big to put it 
on the market. 
The manufacturing of Swiss cheese 
a y oung but rapidly growing Amer.

lems. Cheese experts found it difficult 
to tell when the cheese was done, 
when the holes wre big enough and 
to forth.

B erlin, M arch 7.—Before a crowd­ 
ed house and Jam m ed galleries, Ohan- 
e&lor Chino in a apeeoh in the reich­ 
etah for m ore than an hour excori­ 
ated th e French “policy of m ilitarism 
ag ain st a peaceable nation.” 
Dr. Cuno expressed surprise th at 
th e world should look on with indiff­ 
erence a t the ‘‘b ru tal violation of 
every principle of rig h t and justice 
by a powerful nation upon a w eak 
and 
defenseless one,” 
and added: 
“W hat indignation would sweep th a t 
■ame world if Germ any w as guilty 
of th a t long list of acts w hich would 
sham e the honor of any nation.” 
C hancellor Cud® is a poor speak­ 
er.

ed—a peace w hich F rance has tram p ­ 
led under her feet w ithout one of th e 
num erous guarantors even raising a 
Anger to protect th e product of th e ir 
common w ork,” declared Dr. Cuno. 
"O ur protests se n t o u t into th e world 
w ere contem ptuously rejected a t P aris 
and received a t other capitals w ith 
a shrug of the shoulders if it w aa 
none of th e business of th e rest of the 
world despite th e fac t th a t it is the

Lalgnelot, in­ 
augurated a reign of terrorism a t 
Recklinghausen. 
The chancellor told how cities and 
tow ns were denuded of police, mu­ 
nicipal and com m unal authorities by 
the French, and asked how th e nation,

declaration

rig h ts of m an,” could be guilty of such 
acta. 
He em phasised th a t the French, 
through th e tw o m onths since their 
invasion, have obtained b ut 8,700,000 
to n s of coal, w hich w as b ut little 
m ore than G erm any was delivering to 
h er in a single day. 
!Dr. Chino gave no Indication of a 
change in the policy of his govern­ 
m ent and made no new proposals.

.‘"Every source in this instance, would 
necessarily refer to the profits deriv­ 
ed from a manufacture of intoxicat­ 
ing beverages, regardless whether or 
not such beverages are legally and 
illegally manufactured.” 
Collector Jones’ ruling has caused 
quite a stir among the local bootleg 
gentry.

to the demands upon the reparations 
commission for the 
United 
States' 
share of the German 
payments to­ 
wards the cost of maintaining the 
army of occupation are regarded by 
this government as wholly without 
foundation, and even humorous. 
These objections, as cabled 
over 
here, are 
First, that the United 
States, by reason of its refusal to be­ 
come a party to the treaty of Ver­ 
sailles. is not entitled to participate 
iu the division of reparations paid 
under thaf pact; and, second, that the 
American 
claim 
lacks 
merit 
and 
equity, because, in any 
event-, the 
American troops would 
have 
been 
kept in Germany for a considerable 
portion of the time they actually were 
there as a part of the army of occu­ 
pation. and. therefore, there was no 
extra charge during that time upon 
this country. 
The first contention is without any 
foundation, officials here assert. 
The 
United States, in its separate treaty 
with Germany, reserved all rights and 
benefits accruing under the Versailles 
document, and Germany made pay­ 
ments towards the army costs with 
that understanding. 
Moreover, all the allied and asso­ 
ciated armies w ent Into the occupied 
area under a common agreem ent. The 
only reason the A meric au forces re­ 
mained there was that this govern 
ment was asked by the allies to keep 
them there and cooperate with the 
other occupational troops. 
Any sug­ 
gestion at the time that one ^oup 
was to be paid at the expense of an­ 
other would have been derided 
It is the suggestion that the United 
States would have kept its army there 
anrbow that Washington characteriz­ 
ed as humorous. The same thing, it is 
pointed out, could be aaid about the 
British. French and Belgian troops. 
The French and Belgian, of all the 
troops, most assuredly would 
have 
been retained. 
The facta of the matter, as officially 
recorded in the state department, are 
tiiat the total cost of the army of oc­ 
cupation up to the end of 1922 was 
roughly three billion and a half gold 
marks, that about half of this amount 
has been paid by Germany in cash, 
and more than the whole of the charge 
haa been met in cash and in kind, 
materiais and supplies. 
The United States’ claim amounts 
to a billion gold mark3, or $250.000,0(H), 
and not & cent of it has been paid 
over to this country. 
Great Britain, 
France and Belgium have divided the 
< aah among them selves and France 
has received a great deal of the pay­ 
ments in kind.

RECASTING THE CONSTITUTION. 


Now. it is announced, “unofficial” agitation has been begun 
to convince the President ol the United States that 
he should 
urge upon the legislatures of the several commonwealths the de­ 
sirability of action favoring the calling of a national constitutional 
convention for the purpose of recasting or rewriting the funda-1 
mental law of the land, including the nineteen amendments there- . 
to, It would be extremely interesting, were disclosures permitted, 
to know exactly who it is that is urging this ambitious under-: 
taking. The organic law, even with its numerous amendments,, 
presents no confusing problems as to its construction or meaning. 
Decisions rendered from time to time by the courts have made 
perfectly plain whatever may have seemed involved or contradic­ 
tory. It is doubtful if any revision which might be attempted at 
this time would add to the clarity of that great document. 
The Constitution has not been outgrown. It is adapted, or 
easily adaptable, to all the needs of the present, just as it was to 
the needs of the Nation at the time of its adoption. Americans 
have been taught to regard with highest consideraion the fore­ 
sight and wisdom of the founders. They have not presumed that 
those of the present age are better qualified to write a similar 
document which would -withstand, for a century or more, the 
assaults of its critics.

WHEAT-GROWING DAYS REVIVED IN CALIFORNIA. 


Forty years ago California was one of the great wheat-grow­ 
ing States. In the years 1880, 1881 and 1882 the crop averaged 
a million and a half tons, with every" year an immense surplus for 
export. The shipments of California wheat to Europe alone in 
1882 aggregated nearly a million short tons. 
Thereafter for many years wheat growing was on the de­ 
cline in California. At the high tide of the industry in the State 
in the neighborhood of 3,000,000 acres were planted to wheat.. 
There has not been a 1,000,000-acre wheat crop in California for 
the last sixteen years. 
In 1913 the tide had ebbed to one-tenth of its former extent— 
300,000 acres—from which was harvested a crop that brought 
less than $4,000,000 to the growers. Today California does not | 
grow’ enough wheat to supply’ the mills within her owrn bound­ 
aries. Millions of bushels are shipped in to supplement the insuf­ 
ficient supply. 
Since 1913 there has been something of a revival in the in­ 
dustry. 
Now the wheat-growing days of California are to be 
revived, according to plans of Thomas D. Campbell, of Los An­ 
geles and Montana, head of the world’s largest wheat ranch. In 
the San Joaquin Valley he expects to complete arrangements for 
taking over thousands of acres of land, to be farmed under the 
same scientific methods which he has used Montana. There he 
has 110,000 acres of land under cultivation.

A letter received from Mise Wini­ 
fred Hyslop, of New York City, a niece 
of Mrs. W alter Ferguson, 
of 
near 
Xenia, contains interesting sidelights 
on her trip through Italy, where she 
is spending some time, in connection 
with a trip of a 
year and 
a half 
abroad 
Extracts from the letter written by 
Miss Hyslop, who is well known In 
Xenia, lollow: 
“ i have attended a course of lec­ 
tures at the American Academy of 
Fine Arts, and the last meeting was 
a very interesting one in one of the 
studio*- of a senior. You know how 
thrilled you would feel actually en­ 
tering the sacred precincts of an art 
studio. In this case it, was the studio 
of a young sculptor who will no doubt 
be extending hts talents to American 
demands at home soon. There was 
the expected atmosphere 
of things 
here and there, of a finished product 
here, a marble statue there, a cast 
here, some modelling clay there, tools 
generally evident, picture* of things 
to be modelled, ladders, chairs, and 
what not. 
“Tile 
young 
artist 
seemed 
very 
much pulled up and delighted with 
his audience of about twenty people. 
It wa* most interesting to hear how 
a sculptor goes about to make a re­ 
lief work ’n marble. First there was 
made a sketch design on paper, then 
be worked the (design out on clay I 
ground. As the particular relief he 
was working on noeded enlargement. 
a photograph was taken of the clay 
model and enlarged. 
The design from the photographic 
eniargment was traced on a plaster 
ground and then with special instru­ 
ments the plaster was scraped away 
until the figures were left In the de- 
, r.ired relief Prom this model the artist 
used a measuring 
instrument 
and 
worked out the exact design on his 
piece of marble. 
“If you could see the amount of 
time it tHkes to work out the details 
of one square Inch cf even the first 
models not considering the greater 
amount of time needed in working 
out -he final product in marble, you 
would 
partially 
understand 
why 
pieces of sculpture are so expensive. 
“After witnessing the labor requir­ 
ed for the construction of one small 
piece I was overwhelmed with the 
structure of the ‘Baths of Caraoalla' 
the ruins of which we have recently 
explored. Of co lime in thoee days 
many 
workers 
were 
employed 
In 
building projects hut considering their , 
ways of building In which floors were 
laid out In mosaic, columns and stat­ 
ues of marble adorned interiors and 
exteriors, and marble pavements and 
slabs 
used 
where ever possible it 
must have been an enormous task to 
build in the days that engineering 
feats were so limited. 
“The entire structure was, in its j 
early use, one m ile in circumference j 
and contained besides bathing accom- j 
odations for 16(H) people, space® for 
all sorts of gymnastic games, libraries ! 
where the people could read any book j 
they wished, gardens to 
walk 
In, 
theaters to enjoy, schools to study In 
and halls to banquet in. 
“You. might almost call it a city of 
pleasure, and it could be enjoyed by 
the humble as well as the rich. From 
the literature on 
the 
subject 
one 
w'ould understand that there were all 
possibilities of what we call the Turk­ 
ish Bath. I think those days must 
have been ones of extreme cleanliness 
and that present tendencies, and those 
for some time past have been a reac- j 
lion in which baths are the unessen­ 
tials of life. 
“Since a week or two of intensive 
sight seeing of Rome we have been 
branching out and doing some exten­ 
sive work, possibly in preparation for 
the extensive traveling we will soon 
be experiencing in Naples and Sicily, i 


One day we spent the whole day ex­ 
ploring tile Appian Way. 
“In the days of the early history of 
the Via Appla each side of the road 
was bordered by an avenue of family 
tombs. It was of course the main road 
to Rome and the road that St. Paul 
traveled to Rome. Kvery sort of trav­ 
eler came this way to Rome those in 
triumph from battles, those marauders 
that have destroyed and carried off 
so much of 
Rome, 
multitude® 
of 
slave® and prisoners many of which 
were crusifled along the way, and the 
funerals of families connected with 
Rome besides all the rest of a pop­ 
ulace that wished the attractions of 
Rome. 
“Now the way is bordered by an 
avenue of ruins, some tombs, some 
monuments, 
but 
all in 
a 
very 
much destroyed state. Certain land­ 
marks are pointed out on the way 
where a bit of inscription has been 
left to identify the ruin, or there la 
enough of the original shape left to 
Identify with remaining history. On a 
few occasions we passed abodes where 
poverty stricken 
people 
were 
at­ 
tempting to exist and here' the in- 
nnmerable contributions of children 
dressed in rags. dirty and sick, ran 
out and asked for soldi. 
“As usual we resisted except in one 
case. in which my sister, took a snap 
of two dirty little tots and we re­ 


warded them with 5 centlsimi, equiva 
lent to one fifth of a cent. 
(That 
sounds stingy to you I suppose, but 
when you consider 
that th® 
usual 
a muff t given to a beggar Is IO cental* 
mi that 
wasp’t so bad for childreu 
about three and Av®.) 
“Of course with the country in Its 
present condition the coin wouldn’t ( 
get much fbr the child, but added ti® 
to a few more contributions they usu­ 
ally contrive to get 
It would make 
them happy. In one instance, (here 
were the remainds of a round tomb, 
the m ass being about twenty-flv® feet 
high and about 160 in circumference. 
On top of this mound was bunt n 
small house ard around it planted 
some trees. Here another poor family 
lived, but I felt they had something 
above .nany, for their house command 
ed a wonderful view of the country 
about and was well protected 
from 
strangers. 
“The Catacombs near Rome which 
we visited are said to he the burial 
places of the Christians. In those days 
burials had to be outside Of the city 
and their method of making ceme­ 
teries was going down into th® earth 
som etim es having as many as five or 
six different stories. Sometime® there 
are Just hallways with rows of tombs 
like berths In a steamer, and som e­ 
tim es little separate rooms, probably 
for family purposes. The halls pass 
and repass, curve here and there al­ 
most like a labyrinth and generally It 
Is pitch dark unless by chance you 
are on the top floor and there is an 
opening to the sky. 
“W e took little candle® with us 


and followed the gude as she showed 
us bits of frescoes left with birds ot 
fish or other Christian symbols or bits 
of inscriptions from tombs that have 
-been mostly destroyed. The air Is per­ 
fectly pure and earthy smelling. Sel­ 
dom are thre any bones or bodies left 
because the catacombs have been ran­ 
sacked both by robbers for the Jew­ 
els they contained 
or 
by 
religious 
people who wanted bodies of martyrs 


to bury In the churches 
they 
weru 
•building. 
“It was not at all gruesome but In­ 
stead very Interesting and I should 
say a saving over our present method 
of using space, although not at all 
ideal. The guide book says that if 
stretched In a continuous line the 
catacombs of Rome would cover a 
length of 350 miles or 
th® 
whole 
length, of Italy.

Commenting on dispatches from Lou­ 
don stating that the French are plan­ 
ning to occupy Munich, General Bern- 
hardi said: 
"I consider that a national uprising 
at the present tim e would be utterly 
hopeless. 
Should the French, how­ 
ever, advance to Munich, or even to 
Berlin. I believe that the populace 
would reach a most dangerous degree 
of feeling, that the spirit of 1813 would 
then be reawakened. 
“Such a situation could be fatal to 
the French, though the occupation of 
Berlin would not necessarily lead to 
another Moscow*. 
It w'ould be possi­ 
ble, with the add of many thousand* 
of trained aoldiers and officers, avail­ 
able and organized, to offer a most 
tenacious resistance. 
“But a victory for Germany, which 
at the moment is alm ost wholly w ith­ 
out arm s, and threatened by Poland 
and Czech-Slovakia. I consider wrould 
be only possible in connection with 
the assistance of a foreign power. 
“ Moreover, I believe that a long 
and tenacious resistance on the part 
of Germany would bring about inter­ 
vention by foreign powers. 
Further­ 
more, it is my opinion that within 
France such a ruthless policy, coupled 
with European complications, would 
bring 
revolution as a development 
there.” 
In answ er to the question as to w hat 
he thought about passive resistance 
against m ilitary force, General Bern- 
hardi said: 
“Passive resistance as a new w eap­ 
on against a regular arm y can not 
come into consideration. 
The possi­ 
bility that such resistance can achieve 
a real success against an arm y I con­ 
sider out of the question. 
Notw ith­ 
standing this, I regard G erm any's pas­ 
sive resistance necessary in order that 
the French do not attain their first ob­ 
jective, coal, and that the hatred of 
our people be Intensified.”

Moreover, all the allied and asso­ 
ciated arm ies went Into the occupied 
area under a common agreem ent.
